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Russians Fire 
Third Nuclear 
Blast in Series 


Moscow Radio Shuns 
U.S.-British Coll for 
End to Aerial Tests 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) - The 
Atomic Energy Commission 
an 
nounced today that the Soviet Un- 
ion had detonated a third nuclear 
device in its current series 
The AEC said the freest ex plo­ 
sion was “ in the low to interm edi­ 
ate range. 


A spokesm an said in answ er to 
Questions that the test was con­ 
ducted "in the sam e general area 
as the first two, and that it was 
set off in the atm osphere. 
T h e A m erican 
announcem ent 
cam e some hours atter Moscow 
radio had denounced a proposal 
by President Kennedy and Prim e 
M inister M acm illan to ban aerial 
tests Moscow called the proposal 
a m aneuver to justify underground 
tests. 


The home service broadcast was 
the first to inform the Soviet peo­ 
ple of the appeal by the two W est­ 
ern leaders. 
Kennedy held the door open to­ 
day for Soviet acceptance of his 
proposal to ban nuclear weapons 
testing in the atm osphere despite 
the Soviet Union’s Monday ex plo­ 
sion of a nuclear device, her sec­ 
ond test in four day s. 
The new shot in central Asia 
w as announced by Dr. Glenn T 
Seaborg, chairm an of the Atomic 
E nergy Com mission, Seaborg said 
it had a force “ in the low kiloton 
ran ge” and was fired in the at­ 
m osphere. 
A dm inistration 
officials 
said 
here the developm ent could not 
he regarded as “ encouraging” to 
U.S and British hopes that Russia 
would 
accept the proposed test 
ban lim itation. N evertheless, the 
W hite House and state departm ent 
declared the new ex plosion was 
act an answ er to toe proposal. 
At Hy annis Port, Mass , Ken­ 
nedy , taking a Labor Day ween 
end rest, cut s.iort a cruise on 
N antucket sound to return to his 
headquarters when word of the 
AEC report reached him.

Still, at least 15 persons m et 
death on the sta te’s streets and 
highway s 
from 
6 
p.m . 
Friday 
through m idnight Monday , accord­ 
ing to an Associated P ress tab u­ 
lation and the Ohio Highway P a ­ 
trol’s count. 
Since 19 56, when the D epartm ent 
of Highway Safety began keeping 
such records, highway fatalities 
have averaged 26 in Ohio over this 
holiday weekend. 
It was any body ’s guess w hether 
vehicle headlights burning brightly 
in the day light had any thing to do 
with reducing the 
highway 
c a r­ 
nage. The A m erican Trucking As­ 
sociation sponsored the cam paign 
to have cars, trucks and buses 
throughout Ohio keep their head­ 
lights on in the day tim e as a con­ 
stant safety rem inder to other mo­ 
torists during the weekend. 
At any rate, not a multiple fatal­ 
ity traffic accident was reported in 
the state.

BERLIN (A P)—The three W est­ 
ern airlines fly ing to West Berlin 
are growing jittery over the So­ 
viet and E ast G erm an Communist 
threats to control the three air 
corridors they have been using 
for alm ost 16 y ears. 
Pan A m erican, British E urope­ 
an Airway s and Air F rance are 
pondering how long they can con­ 
tinue to fly to airfields in the 
C om m unist-surrounded city . 
E ast 
G erm any ’s 
Red 
regim e, 
hacked by the Soviets, has m ade 
threatening noises and even sug­ 
gested fb;s civilian travel he di­ 
rected to their own E ast Berlin 
airnort, Sehoenfeld, 
The men who fly the planes say 
the Com m unists could control the 
corridors — and force their com ­ 
panies to stop fly ing—without us­ 
ing fighter planes. 
The E ast G erm ans could break 
into the radio navigation beam , 
creating a hazardous blank for the 
pilot landing or taking off. Or the 
Soviets could w ithdraw their p er­ 
sonnel from the four-power air 
safety center that polices the cor­ 
ridors. T hat would turn the air 
over Berlin into som ething of 
a 
jungle. 
In either case, said one fly ing 
officer, the safety hazard would 
be too great for the com panies to 
continue fly ing.

N aturally , they had a word for 
it. 
They 
called 
this 
institution 
“ L eitourgia,” which m eans a pub­ 
lic service, and a derivation of 
his word is still with us in “ litur­ 
gy .” a rite prescribed for public 
v/orship.

G reeks 
thought 
service 


should m ean that the y oung men 
would contribute not only their 
time and talents but also their 
money . This lim ited Leitourgia to 
the wealthy . 
Nor did the Greeks have eager 
y oung ladies racing out u> do their 
bit 
With all their pioneer think 
ing—a m isogy nist might say pos 
sibly because of it — the G reeks 
had little room for women in their 
great plans. 
Nor were the jobs to be done 
ex clusively for peace. 
Indeed, one chore was the ex act 


man 
opposite. A wealthy y oung 
could equip a ship for war 
Or he could tram com petitors 
for the gy m nasium contests. 
Or, if artistically inclined, he 
could fix up a chorus for musical 
com petitions for the great public 
festivals.

Moscow Radio Shuns 
U.S.-British Coll for 
End to Aerial Tests 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
Atomic Energy Commission an 
nounced today that the Soviet Un­ 
ion had detonated a third nuclear 
device in its current series 
The AEC said the W est explo­ 
sion was “ in the low to intermedi­ 
ate range. 
A spokesman said in answer to 
Questions that the test was con­ 
ducted “ in the same general area 
as the first two, and that it was 
set off in the atmosphere. 
T h e American announcement 
came some hours atter Moscow 
radio had denounced a proposal 
by President Kennedy and Prime 
Minister Macmillan to ban aerial 
tests Moscow called the proposal 
a maneuver to justify underground 
tests. 
The home service broadcast was 
the first to inform the Soviet peo­ 
ple of the appeal by the two West­ 
ern leaders. 
Kennedy held the door open to­ 
day for Soviet acceptance of his 
proposal to ban nuclear weapons 
testing rn the atmosphere despite 
the Soviet Union’s Monday explo­ 
sion of a nuclear device, her sec­ 
ond test in four days. 
The new shot in central Asia 
was announced by Dr. Glenn T 
Seaborg, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. Seaborg said 
it had a force “in the low kiloton 
range” and was fired in the at­ 
mosphere.

said 
here the development could not 
be regarded as “encouraging” to 
U.S and British hopes that Russia 
would accept the proposed test 
ban limitation. Nevertheless, the 
White House and state department 
declared the new explosion was 
net an answer to tne proposal. 
At Hyannis Port, Mass., Ken­ 
nedy, taking a Labor Day weex- 
end rest, cut s.vort a cruise on 
Nantucket sound to return to his 
headquarters when word of the 
AEC report reached him.

About Berlin 


BERLIN (AP)—The three West­ 
ern airlines flying to West Berlin 
are growing jittery over the So­ 
viet and East German Communist 
threats to control the three air 
corridors they have been using 
for almost 16 years. 
Pan American, British Europe­ 
an Airways and Air France are 
pondering how long they can con­ 
tinue to fly to airfields in the 
Communist-surrounded city. 
East Germany’s Red regime 
backed by the Soviets, has made 
threatening noises and even sug­ 
gested this civilian travel be di­ 
rected to their own East Berlin 
airport, Schoenfeld. 
The men who fly the planes say 
the Communists could control the 
corridors — and force their com 
panics to stop flying—without us­ 
ing fighter planes. 
The East Germans could break 
into the radio navigation beam 
creating a hazardous blank for the 
pilot landing or taking off. Or the 
Soviets could withdraw their per­ 
sonnel from the four-power air 
safety center that polices the cor 
riders. That would turn the air 
over Berlin into something of 
jungle.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Those 
ancient and remarkable Greeks 
thought of everything. 
Tliey even had their own ver­ 
sion of a Peace Corps. 
Dr. John F. Latimer, professor 
of classics and associate dean of 
faculties at George Washington 
University, said today a some­ 
what 
sim ilar 
idea 
was 
first 
thought of five centuries before 
Christ. 
“ And, my soul,” Latimer said, 
“ it worked.” 


None of these old Greeks ever 
wert lo Harvard, but they decided, 
just as President Kennedy was to 
decide 
2,400 
years 
later, 
that 
young men should perform an act 
of service for the public good. 
Naturally, they had a word for 
it. 
They 
called this 
institution 
“Leitourgia,” which means a pub­ 
lic service, and a derivation of 
his word is still with us in “litur­ 
gy.” a rite prescribed for public 
worship. 
The 
Greeks 
thought 
service 


should mean that the young men 
would contribute not only their 
time and talents but also their 
money. This limited Leitourgia to 
the wealthy. 
Nor did the Greeks have eager 
young ladies racing out to do their 
bit 
With all their pioneer think 
ing—* misogynist might say pos 
Ubly because of it — the Greeks 
had little room for women in their 
great plans. 
Nor were the jobs to be done 
exclusively for peace. 
Indeed, one chort was the exact 


man 
opposite. A wealthy young 
could equip a ship for war 
Or he could train competitors 
for the gymnasium contests. 
Or, if artistically inclined, he 
could fix up a chorus for musical 
competitions for the great public 
festivals. 
Or he could superintend the sa 
cred embassies to the four great 
national festivals, or to Delos and 
the other holy places, an opera 
lion Latimer believes, that close 
iy parallels the spirit of the Peace 
Corps.

and Khrushchev. It was expected 
to appeal for them to meet once 
more in an effort to ease tension 
over Berlin and to seek progress 
toward disarmament. 
Reports circulated that the con­ 
ference would send special dele­ 
gations to Moscow and Washing­ 
ton with the messages. One per­ 
sistent report said Prime Minister 
Nehru of

and

Kwame Nkrumah of Ghana would 
take the message to Khrushchev, 
while President Modibo Keita of 
Mali and either President Sukar­ 
no of Indonesia or President Ca­ 
rnal Abdel Nasser of the United 
Arab Republic would go to Wash­ 
ington. 
Nehru already has been dele­ 
gated by the conference to seek 
Soviet agreem ent to the 
U.S.- 
British proposal to ban nuclear 
tests on a trip he scheduled prior 
to coming to Belgrade. 
The conference was scheduled 
tc end today, its fifth, but a com- 
mittee trying to draft a joint com­

a third of its work to do. 
One Asian member of the draft­ 
ing committee said the committee 
received and rejected a proposal 
to recommend that all 25 nations 
at the Belgrade conference recog­ 
nize the Communist East German 
government.

Labor Attitude Changed 


The attitude of American labor 
has, on the whole, changed since 
the unions have become enormous­ 
ly rich and the maintenance of 
union membership depends upon 
the prosperity of particular indus­ 
tries. 
For instance, some unions are 
losing members because the in­ 
dustries arc being destroyed by 
competition from abroad and a 
sufficient loss of membership could 
lessen the significance of the un­ 
ion. 
'Hie coal 
industry, 
which 
for 
many years played a vital role in 
labor union affairs, is rapidly los­ 
ing in significance. In fact, the in­ 
dustry has suffered so from the 
substitution of natural gas, and 
petroleum products for coal that 
West Virginia, which prospered on 
coal, is suffering economic dis­ 
tress. Also, as fewer workers are 
employed in the coal industry, the 
union loses membership. The days 
of John Mi.chell and of John L. 
Lewis, when the United Mine Wor­ 
kers was the l e a d i n g union in 
the United States, are gone not be­ 
cause of labor union mismanage­ 
ment but because the role of the 
coal industry has changed in the 
American economy. 
In the days of Mark Hanna, it 
was industry w h i c h demanded 
protection. Tile high tariff existed 
to protect infant industries. Today 
big industries have branches and 
subsidiaries scattered throughout 
the world. Their natural interests 
are mixed. An American automo­ 
bile c o m p a n y may not deal 
with Red China or with Castro. 
This company’s subsidiary, situat­ 
ed in C a n a d a , not only may 
deal with Red China and Cuba, 
but under certain circumstances 
must obey Canada’s policy on this 
subject. Thus, American capital 
may be used against the United 
States. In fact, certain American 
plants, established in E u r o p e 
with the object of dealing with Iron 
Curtain countries, do, in effect, 
betray the best interests of the 
United States. 
American labor 
has. 
on 
the 
whole, b e e n uncompromisingly 
anticommunist. 
Communist 
in 
fluency has disappeared altogether 
from the A.F.L.-C.I.O and no im­ 
portant labor leader no m atter 
what his attitude was in the 1930’s, 
would today join even a remote 
front organization. 
When 
Mikoyan 
came 
to this 
country to seduce American indus­ 
try, he met with considerable suc­ 
cess among businessmen and bank­ 
ers but he was g i v e n an antag­ 
onistic reception by American la­ 
bor leaders. The same happened 
to Khrushchev. This attitude of 
American labor expresses itself 
even in such episodes as American 
longshoremen refusing to load or 
unload Communist goods. 
The tariff is not an immediate 
issue in this country but some la­ 
bor unions are demanding to know 
why their industries are being de­ 
stroyed and their people put out of 
work b e c a u s e of the import 
of foreign goods, manufactured by 
lower priced labor. Often foreign 
governments subsidize their own 
industries to sell goods in the 
American market in order to get 
American dollars. This question 
will loom larger during the next 
few years, the more labor unions 
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become conscious of the terrible 
cost in jobs and similar policies. 
In a word, instead of American 
industry demanding a protective 
tariff, it is American labor which 
is already clamoring for protec­ 
tion. From a practical standpoint, 
unemployment 
is 
damaging 
in 
many ways. First of all. is the 
lack of family income. Unemploy­ 
ment must he measured not only 
by a total lack of work but also by 
partial lack of work. The man who 
only works 20 hours a week is 
half employed, which means that 
his family income has been decrea­ 
sed. If we take present figures 
and analyze them from that stand­ 
point between 7,500.000 and 
10,- 
000,000 Americans are unemploy­ 
ed. Labor unions take this serious­ 
ly- 
Secondly, there has been an as­ 
tonishing shift from manufacturing 
to service industries. The largest 
union in the United 
States, 
the

Teamsters Union, is engaged in a 
service industry. Many of the old­ 
er unions are losing members to 
the newer service industries. 
F in ally, it is to be noted that 
the type of leader that modern la­ 
bor produces in the United States 
is, on the w h o l e , 
professional 
rather than political. Even a un­ 
ion managed by Jam es Hoff a, who 
does play polities, is in its up­ 
coming echelons increasingly pro­ 
fessional. 
The Secretary of Labor, Arthur 
Goldberg, is an unusual personal­ 
ity who brings to the labor move­ 
ment a statesmanship which has 
heretofore not been visible ,n I hat 
office. Goldberg’s effort has been 
to settle labor disputes without 
strikes and when a strike occurs, 
he moves into the middle of it, to 
bring about peace and order. He is 
probably the most articulate mem­ 
ber of the President’s Cabinet.

NEW YORK (AP) — The threat 
of an 
automobile 
strike hangs 
darkly over the economy. 
A strike’s effects would spread 
far beyond the auto industry it­ 
self. In addition to creating a 
shortage of new cars, it would 
cut sharply into orders for steel, 
rubber, 
glass and many other 
items which go into cars. 
The UAW’s 
precedent-shatter 
ing, 
profit-sharing 
agreement 
with American Motors complicat­ 
ed negotiations with the industry’s 
Big three—General Motors, Ford 
and Chrysler. 
The Big Three said they have 
no intention of following along 
with profit-sharing. 
The (JAW said it isn't insist­ 
ent on a profit-sharing provision 
in other contracts 
as long as 
equal gains were forthcoming. 
An unsettled labor situation de­ 
veloped in the railroad industry, 
too. during the week. 
U.S. District Court in Philadel­ 
phia issued an injunction prevent­ 
ing the Transport Workers Union 
from striking against the Penn 
Sylvania Railroad. 
In another development, unions 
representing 600,000 workers — 
freight handlers and maintenance

.Sash and Trim 
The first thing to lie done is to 
painting the window sash and trim 
if these are to he a different color 
from the body of the house. The 
reason for d o i n g these parts 
first, say the experts, is that 
it 
avoids having to rest your ladder 
against the freshly-painted siding. 
mg. 
For brighter, longer - lasting col­ 
ors, they specify exterior enamel 
or .special trim paints. 
Once the windows arc taken care 
of. you're ready for the body of 
the house. 
Placing Ladder 
Stand near the lower rigtil-hand 
corner of the hou.se and .see how 
far to your right you can reach 
comfortably without endangering 
your balance. Here’s the place to

ladder, 
making 
sure 
that it is standing firmly and that 
its foot is at a distance from the 
house equal to about one-quarter of 
its length. 
Climb carefully to the top, toting 
ywir bucket of paint lo which is 
attached a hook so that you can 
hang it from a ladder rung.

Take with you, too. a rag satur­ 
ated with paint thinner to remove j 
spots in case paint is splashed on j 
the newly - painted trim.

With horizontal siding, paint the , 
double back and paiiv! the face.

lf the siding is vertical, 
first ;

board, then the face. 
Use your whole arm and paint 
with the grain where possiWe, ap­ 
plying the paint from the end of 


the brush, using both shies of each 
brushful. Use only enough pressune 
to curl the end of the b r i s t l e s 
slightly. End strokes with a grad­ 
ual lifting motion. 
Best MeOiod 
Work from a dry area into a wet 
one and end your paint where the 
new and just • painted areas meet. 
Obliterate any brush marks with 
light, quick strokes of a nearly 
dry brush. 


Most expert! recommend work­ 
ing from the top down without 
moving the ladder. Then start at 
the top again and paint down, 'nten 
there’s the school that says it is far 
b e t t e r to move the ladder or 
work from a safe platform to that 
you can paint completely across 
the house at each l e v e l , thia to 
avoid laps. 
Prevent Lap Marks 
Whatever you do. try to finish 
each day’s or hslif day's work 
painting at a window or a corner, 
again to prevent lap marks. 
If you are applying two coats, 
wait at least 48 hours between 
coats before starting the new one. 
If, however, you are using latex 
house paint, it can usually be re- 
coated in an hour or so or whatev­ 
er time is specified on the label.

Sash and Trim 
The first thing to lie done is to 
painting the window sash and trim 
if these are to be a different color 
from the body of the house. The 
reason 
for d o i n g these parts 
first, say the experts, vs that 
it 
avoids having to rest your ladder 
against the freshly-painted siding, 
ing. 
For brighter, longer * lasting col­ 
ors, they specify exterior enamel : 
or special trim paints. 
Once the windows are taken care I 
of. you’re ready for the body of 
the house. 
Placing Ladder 
Stand near the lower right-hand j 
corner of the house and see how j 
far to your right you can reach 
comfortably without endangering ! 
your balance. Here s the place to 
put 
your 
ladder, 
making 
sure 
that it is standing firmly and that 
its foot is at a distance from the j 
house equal to about one-quarter of 
its length. 
Climb carefully to the top, toting | 
your bucket of paint to which is 
attached a hook so that you can 
hang it from a ladder rung. Tote 
your brush — about 3H to 4 inch­ 
es is tile best size. 
Take with you, too, a rag satur­ 
ated with paint thinner to remove 
spots in case paint is splashed on 
the newly - painted trim. Deposit 
the paint in several spots and join 
them 
together by brushing the 


the brush, using both slides of each 
brushful. Use only enough pressure 


to curl the end of the b r i s t l e s 
slightly. End strokes with a grad­ 


ual lifting motion. 
Best Method 
Work from a dry area into a wet 
one and end your paint where the 
new- and just - painted areas meet. 
Obliterate any brush marks with 
light, quick strokes of a 
nearly 
dry brush. 


Most expert* recommend work­ 
ing from the top down without 
moving the ladder. Then start at 
the top again and paint down. Then 
there’s the school that says it is far 
b e t t e r to move the ladder or 
work from a safe platform so that 
you can paint completely across 
the house at each l e v e l , this to 
avoid laps. 
Prevent Lap Marks 
Whatever you do, try to finish 
each day’s 
or half day s 
work 
painting at a window or a corner, 
again to prevent lap marks. 
If you are applying two coats, 
wait at least 48 hours between 
coat* before starting the new one. 
If, however, you are using latex 
house paint, it can usually be re- 
eoated in an hour or so or whatev­ 
er time is specified on the label.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—Jerold 
Firk of Dayton, Saul W adis of 
Columbus and Thomas Lajcik of 
Cincinnati share the Ohio men’s 
chess championship today after 
deadlocking on points.

If you had the idea a guerrilla 
force has to be pretty big start 
mg out if it hopes to overcome a 
government army, Guevara dis­ 
agrees- He thinks a guerrilla war 
can be started with 30 to 50 men. 
With that nucleus he says the 
people of the countryside can be 
won over—and more recruits ob­ 
tained — particularly if the peas 
ants 
are 
land-hungry 
and

guerrillas promise to take the 
land from the big owners and give 
it to them. 
This isn’t pleasant reading for 
anyone who thinks maybe trouble 
in Latin America will just go 
away by itself.

$4 to $5 i Ton Boost 
Expected on Oct. I 


CLEVELAND (A P )-S teel Mag- 
azine says selective price increas­ 
es—averaging $4 to $5 a ton— 
probably will go into effect around 
Oct. I for carbon sheets, plates, 
structurals and bars. 
The metalworking journal said 
the odds are about 3 to 2 in favor 
of the upward adjustment, despite 
political pressures opposing the 
action. 
The magazine cited as one rea­ 
son for the proposed price in­ 
crease the steadily improved bus­ 
iness climate and noted the rise in 
orders for durable goods. It also 
pointed at what it termed the ex­ 
cellent sales outlook for new cars, 
and added: 
“ Steel demand is 
nearing 
a 
level that industry leaders feel 
will support an increase. Produc­ 
tion is at the year’s highest rate 
(about 74 per cent of 1960 capac­ 
ity), and there’s no letup in sight. 
“Steelmaking costs will go up 
another $2 to $3 a ton on Oct. I 
when the United Steelworkers get 
the third installment of the wage 
package negotiated 
in January 
1960. Since the last general price 
increase in August 1958, the hour­ 
ly cost of wages and benefits has 
gone up about IO per cent, but 
steel prices have gone down 0.6 
per cent.” 


Steel imports rose to 277,000 tons 
in June, the highest level in 14 
months. The magazine said that is 
a big reason for holding the line 
on any across-the-board price in­ 
crease. Exports slipped to 146,000 
tons. For the first half, exports of 
890.000 tons were valued at $198 
million, compared with imports of 
1.286.000 tons 
estim ated 
to be 
worth only $161 minion.

operations 
last week was 2.1 minion tons, the 
highest level since the week end­ 
ed May 9, 1960. The magazine 
looked for production at close to 
2.1 minion tons this week, de­ 
spite the Labor Day holiday.

It would have 
needed new cash between now and 
the end of the year, evenif Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev hadn't ended 
the nuclear weap< n test morator­ 
ium with a big blast in Siberia 
and boasted of the power to de­ 
liver the biggest bomb yet any­ 
where on earth. 
The neat trick, if the Treasury 
can swing it, is to borrow several 
billion dollars in new cash with­ 
out sending interest rates discour­ 
agingly high on funds business 
will need for expansion.
